The Convention met ai New-London on 
Tuesday, 13th inet., at 3 P. M. and or- 
ganized by the choice of Jobn Cookson, 
of Middletown, President, and W. Palm- 
er, of Chester, Secretary. Several Boards 
and Committees had assembled in ihe 
morning and transacted official business 
The number of ministers, members of the 
Convention, was about fifty, and among 
the visiting breihren were Messrs. Ben- 
neu and Malcom of ihe Foreign Board ;

The next stride that slavery made over 
the Constitution was in ihe admission of 
the Slate of Louisiana into the Union. —

But no: with the exception of Massachu- 
setts, they hesitated and were persuaded to 
acquiesce, because the country was just a-

ever, by territoiial power, against the pro- 
gress of free principles and the renovation 
of the Constitution, they now demand open- 
ly — scorning to conceal that their object

Our commercial news is now an old 
story. While your folks have been fall- 
ing from opulence to poverty, ours have 
only been filling from one depth of suf- 
fering and scoundrelism to another. • •

•• In my former letter, 1 gave you a few 
leading hints of some of the practical 
difficulties connected with the develope- 
ment of the Colonization scheme, which 
I perceive have given occasion for a free 
expression of some of your sentiments on 
the subject Though ( see and feel rea- 
son to differ with you on several of your 
premises, I can heartily accord with you 
in :he decisive condemnation of Coloniza- 
tion; not only as concerns the relief and 
improvement of the colonists themselves, 
but also in its influence on the condition 
of the natives of the country. I n as prac- 
tical operation, it has tbna far been a re- 
newal of the worst scenes of conquest, 
oppression and extermination, presented 
in the history of the dealings of white 
men with the aborigines of the Southern 
States, And even worse things than these 
am already hoped and planned by the

cases, neither paryp look to any possible 
result but the conquest and extermination 
of the other. 

As to these colonies being or becoming 
the 'nuclei of scientific and Christian 
operation' in the land of darkness] for 
.science 1 will answer, lhat they afford no 
facilities not possessed in a greater degree 
by any native town on the coast; and in 
them science would inspire lees respect, 
and would meet with more hindrance, 
than among the natives or in the slave 
facto riea. 

As to the ' inherent rights of the black 
man," though I entertain all possible con- 
tempt, both on scientific and experimental 
ground, for the idea that he * stands on the 
same platform of natural equality' with 
us, it is enough for the main point in hand, 
that he is entitled to just as much liberty 
as he can use to his O'vn benefit, and no 
more. That he ought to be immediately 
emancipated from the individual caprice 
of the white man, and made a subject of 
law, fully under its protection, in every 
personal, domestic, moral and religious 
right, 1 do believe. That every child of 
the race should be immediately freed from 
the degrading influences of slavery and 
slaves, and put under a severe, faithful 
system of appropriate education, for the 
perfect liberty of those ' who know the 
truth and whom the truth makes free' — 
and should never be allowed Contact with 
the degraded authors of their existence, 
who contaminate with the foul and malig- 
nant breath of slavery whatever they 
touch, I do also believe. That, first and 
last, the system of transportation, as the 
essential condition of emancipation, should 
be a band or. ed ; and that I he free blaek 
American should be thought to be eron 
under less obligation to come to Africa 
than the while, is equally important Let 
them have a freeman's liberty, of going 
where they think they can do best; but 
everywhere, over them as n peculiarly 
degraded, vicious, malignant race, lot the 
rod of justice be a rod of iron. 

But as for the common proposals of ths 
scheme, ordinarily known as •abolition,' 
if their wild, speculative folly, needs mors 
reasons for its condemnation than can be 
easily tound in the United Stales, Liberia 
cap more than make up the deficiency.— 
All that unrestrained freedom does to 
make them a Magor missabib [terror 
round about: Jer. xx, 3] here, a terror to 
themselves and those round about them, 
would equally operate there. 

I cannot state my conclusion of thu 
whole matter in the same terms you usa, 
that • Colonization has fulfilled its proper 
mission/ I should say, that after their 
proposed experiment had been fairly tried 
for twenty years, it had been found im- 
practicable; that Colonization has vailbw 
io felfil its proper mission ; and, thtrefors, 
that 'its further existence is not needed.' "

of slavery and abolition.' The writer 
say?, * As I now stand, I am convinced of 
the EVIL of slavery, and the NECES- 
SITY ol its abolition, but am rather in- 
clined to think it should be gradual, and 
not immediate. I think that, could 1 be 
convinced of the expediency and safety ol 
IMMEDIATE ABOLITION, I would 
feel it to be my duty to raise my voice »u 
defence of the poor black. I am now oc- 
casionally employed in the proclamation 
of the Gospel of Christ, and I think, next 
to a freedom from sin, the freedom of our 
fellow-men should be contended for, could 
they be emancipated with safety. I have 
had recommended to me • Weld's Bible 
Argument,' and 1 Thome and Kimball'* 
Journal' for my perusal, which works I 
cannot procure. You will therefore please 
procure them for me in your city, if vcm 
can without much trouble, and should they 
be bound, tear the binding off, and for- 
ward them to me mail, marking on ths 
packages the number of sheets, so that 
they will not be opened and destroyed, in- 
form me per mail the price, and I will en- 
deavor to send it by the first opportunity.
